The mecting was at once called to order 
and the chairman stated in a few words the 
oject for which it was convened. 

G. A. Simpson said that he was one of those 
who called the meeting and desired to make 
a few remarks in regard to this important 
subject. He regretted that so many of the 
land owners of the district were absent, which 
he could only aecount for by supposing that 
they either did not know ‘of. the necting 
being held or were not acquainted with the 
object for which it was called. The Torrens 
system of land transfer had been adopted in 
Australia, Tasmania and New Zealand, and 
Wis found to work most satisfactorily, The 
main point in the system was that the regis 
tration made Upon a transter of land was a 
reyistration of tithe and not merely of sale as 
at present. The spirit of conservatisin was 
strong in all of us whether we called ourselves 
“erits or tories, and especially strong in the 
Anglo-Saxon race in land inatters, and this 
spivit Was the only reason that could be ad- 
vanced against the adoption of the Torrens 
system. While in the older provinces where 
the old plan had been in voueue for so lone 
some dithculty might be experienced in mak. 
ny achanye of Systems, here in the North 
West wl 


able that we should adopt the Torrens sys 
tem now so that we mivht be able to start 
with a clean sheet, By this plan every trans 
fer of the land from the erown down formed 
#® connnected chain, and there could by no 
possibility be found a flaw in the title of any 
land, Under the present system it was im- 
possible for a man to be certain of his title if 
any great number of transfers had been 
made, and the greater the hugnber of trans- 
fers the greater the uncertainty.
